Colquitt in Now Orleans Times-Democrat 
We left the cars at Scranton. a pretty 
coast town of perhaps 1,000 inhabitants, 
crowded into an oblong nook between tho 
railway and tho gulf shore.

Harry 
Woodman, the charcoal king. He con 
trols a vast husine-s — ships very nearly 
all the charcoal burned about here on his 
own line of schooners to New Orleans, 
furnishes supplies, teams and tools to over 
500 colliers.' 

Mr. Woodman showed us over a por- 
tion of the works the following day. and 
explained the process of burning and ship 
ping the coal. The entire business is j 
managed in the most primitive fashion, j 
until the coal is loaded on board the 
schooners. 

There were apparently 100 kilns on | 
fire In the town. In every direction tall | 
columns of blue smoke rose above the 
tree tops, and as many more were in j 
every stage of construction, from "setting j 
the bottom" lo "hanking." That read 
ers ma}' property understand the terrible | 
tragedy which occurred later in the day, 
it will be necessary to explain the con- 
struction and burning of a kiln. 

A spot is selected among the pines, and 
the nearest trees, largo aatl small, aro 
felled and cut into lengths of six feet to 
the number of twenty-live or thirty for 
"bottom." These arc set up round and 
round a center post or "chim iey. " filled 
with dry, light- wood kindlin.'. until the 
bottom is, say, tvt'eucv five feet in diame- 
ter. Upon this is then placed a second 
tier of four-foot "split wood," nnd this 
surmounted by a third course of still 
smaller wood, or "top," making the kiln 
dome-shaped, twelve feet higlL wHo) 
about seven feet provyn. The ehtjro kiln 
Is th'on "banked"— poyered' with d' rt 
8oljr|ly papked to tho depth of six Indies 
—except a small archway on ono sldo 
culled tho "Ore door, " and a,n a.perLurc at 
the top of thp "chimney" in the crown, 
The kiln is then fired by means of a torch 
fastened upon tho ond of a long polo and 
inserted through the tiro-door to tho 
ceulcr of the heap where the kindling is 
ignited and apldly tires the entire struct- 
ure. 

Tho chimney is generally left open for 
two or three days after firing; but as tho 
kiln blazes until it is closod, and while 
blazing consumes the wood without char- 
ring auy coal, the burners almost invar- 
iably close it too soon. This quito fro- 
quently causes tho kiln to "blow" or ex- 
plode, through tho formation of gases in- 
side, and is extremely dangerous. Tho 
ten or twelve days from the time the kiln 
is tiled until the charring is finished is a 
period of constant watchfulness and caro 
on the part of the burner. Continued 
every-day experience renders a cautious, 
observing man so expert that accidents 
are rare; but among tho careless, reck- 
less, drinking majority, accidents are con- 
stantly occurring. As tho wood chars it 
gradually shrinks into a smaller compass, 
and, to cause the sod covering to follow, 
it is necessary that the- collier work Uio 
kiln over every day, beating down tho 
entire surface of the crown with a heavy 
wooden maul. Sometimes a "sink" 
forms in the kiln. This means that part 
of the wood blazes and is consumed, 
leaving a great hole in the center, covered 
only with the thin crust of dirt, which is 
baked hard by the heat and remains un : 
brpken. Should f'hfc coHier venture put 
upon ' tb4s, it 'would 'sink' beneath his 
weight,'' dropping him into tho awful 
-Wllitfi fteftt below, where ho. pouty no'j 
Jive a secqnd 

i-pvera! accidents of this kind had oc- 
curred: in Coaltown; Wc were shown ono 
of the kilns into which a mau had fallen 
While intoxicated. The colliors in .tautly 
closed all tho H vonts, " thus extinguishing 
tho flreB, and the kiln remains "nndrawn 
to this day, serving ns thoir companion's 
mausoleum. They knew ho was immedi- 
ately consumed by the terrible heat, and 
so made no effort to rescue his remains, 
Tho old kiln is now covored with grass, 
shrubs and wild roso bushes which ^avo 
sprung from tho sod with which u had 
boon banked. It very much res' rnblos an

' Annexation is theoretically more or leas 

out of fashion in England. There is a 
growing feeling against adding to tho ter- 
ritorial responsibilities of the empire, and, 
when now acquisitions are made, thoy are 
more likely to be laboriously excused 
than to be put forward as convincing 
proofs of statesmanship. It needed much 
pressure from the Australian colonies to 
reconcilo Lord Derby tu a half hearted 
- and 'ill'Coucoucd measure of annexation 
in INow Guinea, of which tho principal 
results were an unreasonable explosion of 
anger against Germany for following suit 
and considerable dissatisfaction among 
the colonies themselves. Tho views of 
the colonists wore inspired by a rough 
common senso worth much modern states- 
manship, and, on tho whole, it would 
have been decidedly hotter not to accept 
voluntarily the certninty of tho appear- 
once of tho flag of another great power on 
the island. The frontieru of groat powers 
must necessarily march in many cases; 
but, when a sea frontier is to be had, it 
possesses obvious advantages. Australia 
was a tolorably large morsel for England 
to swallow, yot it ia just ;is well 
that tho French aro now at King 
George's sound or in the Torres straits. 
Th«ro are signs "f soionti'ic annexation in 
some of the r.iore icr.ei.i acquisitions of 
other powers. Obock and Shtikh Said 
are scarcely likely to possess much com- 
mercial va!uo, while French action in 
Madagascar may have had a certain refer- 
ence Ut r , magnificent harbors of that 
island- -touipting alternatives to the sin- 
gle costly and artificial port of Reunion. 
Tahiti, aguin, was occupied with some re- 
gard to tho new trade route which tho 
Panama canal may create. While the re- 
cent acquioitions of Germany boar the 
impress of a genuine colonial policy, 
Russia in the North Pacific has undoubt- 
edly annexed on scientific principles. 
England's latest operation of this kind— 
the occupation of Port Hamilton — has 
been carried out wit.li a certain ahame- 
facedness. The Republique Franchise 
has, indoed, accepted the fact, and recog- 
nizes in Port Hamilton a "first rate strato- 
getic position;" but the government which 
annexed it was apparently ashamed of 
own act, and half afraid to avow it. Tho 
annexation was suddenly announced, un - 
officially, and, at this moment, it does nut 
seem clear whether Port Hamilton is a 
permanent British possession, or whether 
it waa temporarily occupied with a viow 
to abandonment in the event of an out- 
cry at home or protest from abroad. Yel 
the annexation was i. stroko of high 
military policy, capablr f easy justifica- 
tion, and as surh it i. light have been 
frankly avowed, V in Lord lieacons- 
field acquired Cyprus i>> place of Astro 
yolia, and traced a scientific northwest 
frontier which did not include Candahar, 
he was sufficiently astute to turn both 
acts into available political capital; but 
the annexation of Port Hamilton — a 
really gr at and wise measure — was done 
in a mannor which courted criticism, and 
seemed to indicate that tho liberal gov- 
ernment was positively ashamed of hav- 
ing for once acted in accordance with ! 
purely military principles. It was inevit- 
able that the annexation should be called 
in question. Few people knew where 
Port Hamilton was- - '.he name has rather 
a West Indian aotsa. --fewer still knew 
the scientific grounds for the step. Yot 
the absolute necossity for a naval station 
in the Corean Sea is only a question of a 
little time, and of all possible stations 
Port Hamilton is probably tho best. To 
wait to acquire such a station till the 
necessity has been brought homo by dis- 
aster is to abdicate all claim to statesman- 
like provision, to incur tho probability of 
finding every suitable harbor in the pos- 
session of another power, and, perhaps, 
to entail fortification at vast expense to 
obviate defective natural conditions. The 
struggle with Franco fur the West Indian 
islands left us with the fine harbors of 
Jamaica and St. Lucia; ditficulties with 
America — and especially the impresstun 
produced by tho rapid and unexpected 
development of the United States navy 
during the civil war — created for the fort- 
resses of Bermuda and Halifax, both of 
which are far stronger than all except the 
home ports of other po reFs.; But the 
centre of gravity of the oinpiro'has shift- 
ed to th'o oust. From America we have 
nothing to got, and America wants noth- 
ing from us; whi'e oue of tho most re- 
markable featui if international poli- 
tics is the ra^iu b ti wth of reciprocal con- 
fidence between England and her great 
ei-colony. Neither Bermuda nor Halifax 
is likely to play an important part in fu- 
ture wars. It is in the o is , and more 
especially in tho Ulliua Boas, that there 
are 'abundant possibilities of the acta 
which lead to wur. Russia, in her efforts 
to develop naval strength in the North 
Pacific, and in hor varying and littlo un- 
derstood relations with Cliina, Japan and 
Corea; France, in her feverish eagerness 
to create an Indo-Chinese <»; : re; Siam, 
with her rich, undeveloped country and 
thin veneer of European civilization; 
China and Japan, in their mutual rival- 
ries and suspicions; all furnish prospect- 
ive causes of war in sufficient profusion. 
The long chain of British stations — Gib- 
raltar, Malta, Aden, Colombo, Singapore — 
ends in Hongkong. North of Hongkong 
we have no harbor, and depend on coal 
stores at Shanghai and Nagasaka, both 
on foreign soil, incapable of being do- 
fended, and therefore quite unreliable in 
time of war. English and British Indian 
commerce of some twenty millions a 
year— roughly equal to the whole West 
Indian trade — is carried on with ports 
north of Hongkong, and is at the mercy 
of Russian cruisers issuing from Vladi- 
vostok or Olga Bay. The strength of 
the northeast monsoon is so great that a 
ship of war could hardly attempt to reach 
Japan during this season unless there 
were an assured coal supply at the end of 
the voyage. 

The London Timea, in an article of 
which the above is a digest, concludes 
with the following remarkable words, evi- 
dently penned by a member or close 
friend of tho Gladstone cabinet: "Port 
Hamilton is an ideal naval station. Its 
grand natural harbor, entered by one 
deep channel commanded by high ground 
find capable of easy defence, is enclosed 
by two small islands, jbout eighteen 
znilea south of the point of the Corean 
peninsula, 850 mil'js from Vladivostock 
and 1200 miles from Hongkong. Corea 
«xorcisea none of tho functions of govern- 
ment over tho few hundred fishermen 
who inhabit the island, and is unable to 
prevent its subjects from murdering ship- 
wrecked sailors. Thus there is no power i 
which could offer legal objection to tliB j 



occupation except China, which claims a 
vaguo sovereignty o' er Corea. Negotia- 
tions with China have doubtless taken 
place. As' for protests on high moral 
grounds, the only other powers affected 
are Russia and France, both of which 
have placed themselves out of court by 
their own procoodings in these seaa. After 
the acquisition by Russia of the valuable 
island of Saghalien, and the recent deter- 
mined effort by France to annex Formosa, 
tho occupation of Port Hamilton is scarce- 
ly a grounds for romonstrance. The an- 
nexation, if it has taken place, is no roal 
increase of Imperial responsibility in 
time of poace — we are not undertaking to 
govern another Ireland — while thoro is a 
positive decrease of responsibility in time 
of war. Port Hamilton can bo cheaply 
defended, and hold by a small garrison. 
Failing any utation north of Hongkong, 
there would be tho groatest difficulty in 
protecting trade in tho event of war. The 
mere multiplication of dofended ports is 
on all accounts to bo avoided. The pos- 
session of a strategic point is a definite 
inoreaso of naval strength." 

THE FAR WELL WAR. 


Tho official dispatch from Mr. Sproat 
places tho points at issue between him 
and tho dominion officers at Farwell in a 
very clear light. It is evident, after a 
perusal of Mr, Sproat's dispatch, that the 
dominion officials wore acting with a 
studied disregard for provincial courts 
and rights. The difficulty did not spring 
from tho enforcement of tho Peace Pres- 
ervation Act. It came from the impris- 
onment by the dominion police commis- 
sioner of a provincial constable while 
serving a warrant issued by Mr. Sproat. 
After this flagitious act Mr. Sproat ar- 
ranged a coup d' et'at. He swore in 20 
specials and scooped in tha polico com- 
missioner and three of his mounted bul- 
lies, at the same time sending a telegram 
to Sir John Macdonald to complain of tho 
cowboy tactics of Johnston and his "mer- 
ry, merry men," whose conduct i:- '-tly 
described as that of cowboys. The exam- 
ination of the lawbreakers was to take 
place on the 29th August, and the rem- 
nant of the dominion police, terrified at 
the turn affairs had taken, had barricaded 
themselves in their barracks and awaited 
tho arrival of reinforcements. It is 
believed that Mr. Sproat's roBoluto course 
will be approved by the local government, 
as it is by the people of the province. 
Tho arrogance, impudence and tyranny of 
the mounted police ia the Northwest were 
tho chief causo of the Riel outbreak. 
Tho police mot with a terrible lesson at 
Duck Lake and fled, leaving many mem- 
bers of the force dead on the ground. 
They adopted tho tactics at Farwell that 
huC made thoni objects of hatred and 
contempt in tho Northwest, and have met 
with a wholesome check at the hands of 
Mr. Sproat, who ia backed by tho entire 
population of Farwell. Further intelli- 
gence is awaited with interest.

Altogether you 
may rest assured that Mackay is not as 
handsome as ho was one year or ao ugo, 
but that he k:iows a great deal moru. 
He is uot making new and fancy invest- 
ments." 



THE PIKE'S PEAIi GOILO 
FEVER. 

The Kush to Hie Mines— A Sail- 
ed Mine Sold to Horace 
Greeley. 

Atlanta, Ga., Ajig. 20 — Gen. E. P. 
Alexander, who has just returned from 
the west, says he was informed at Denver 
that gold waa discovered near Pike's peak, 
not vory far from Denver, in 1858, by a 
Georgian named Green Russoll. There 
is a gorge near there now called Russell's 
gorge. Russell was on his way to Cali- 
fornia at the timo and accidentally dis- 
covered gold, and made quite a sum of 
monoy by hiB claims. Col. John C. Hon- 
dricks, of Atlanta, who was a comrade of 
Russell's says: 

''The Russell referred to was Greon 
Russell; of Lumpkin county, Ga. Brought 
up in the gold mines of Lompkin, ho 
went to California in the early days of 
the gold excitement of that country, 
made a handsome fortune, returned to 
Georgia, bought tho Savannah planta- 
tion on the Etowah river, in now Dawson 
county, and quietly retired to his 
farm; but when Kansas was oponod 
to settlers his restless mind carried 
him out there. He entered a large body 
of land on the Big Blue river, from which 
point he explored tho then territory of 
Kansas, and reached the Rocky moun- 
tains, taking with him tools to prospect 
for gold. In going to the mountains he 
followed up the Arkansas river to its 
source at thu foot of Pike's peak, then 
turning north across tho ridge dividing 
tho waters of the Arkansas and Piatt 
rivers, he struck Cherry creel about fifty 
miles west of now Denver city. Hero 
with his test pan he found gold from the 
drifted sand. He followed the creek on 
to where it emptied into the South Platte 
river, and there established headquarters 
at what ia now Denver city, from which 
point he prospected the country, finding 
gold almost anywhere. He had with him 
two brothers and ono other man. This 
was in the auinmor of 1858 In the fall 
ho left a brother and the other man and 
returned to Georgia. The news of the 
discovery had spread throughout the land, 
and in the spring of 1850 a number of 
Georgians, myaelf amoug them, returned 
with him . 

''Thousands of men from all parts of 
the United States rushed to the golden 
fields in the" spring of '50. Stage lines 
were established, mail facilities wero pro- 
vided, and the rush was immense. Men 
who wero unable to buy a yoke of oxen 
and a wagon would club together, and 
four of »hom would purchase a hand cart 
and load it with provisions and tools and 
start on the long journey. Some of them 
would soon get discouraged and turn 
back, others would pull on and finally got 
in with others who were bettor fixed up 
and loavo the hand-cart and go on. Rus- 
sell got through among the first, and 
pushed out into tho mountains where a 
Mr. Gregory, from Cherokee county, Ga., 
who was in advance, had found rich dig- 
gins, as miners would call it. Gold was 
found almost everywhere, but not enough 
to pay to work with tho tools and facili- 
ties in reach of the most of tho miners. 
Tho consequence was that disappointment 
and failure was tho cry. So, in a short 
time, tho road back was lined with re- 
turning gold hunters. Russell and others 
stayed, Some made money. 

"Horace Greeley was then making his 
famous trip across the continent, and he 
took in Pike's Peak. I remember seeing 
him. When the six horse stago coach 
drove up he got out, with a slouched hat 
and moccasin slippers on, which ho had 
gotten from tho Indians. I talked with 
him a littlo as ho loft tho stage. That 
night ho made a speech to the miners, 
and advocated the forming of a territorial 
government and calling it Colorado. In 
a day or two Greeley went up into tho 
Gregory diggings, and some sharpers 
had set a trap for him. They had 
opened there a mine, and had col- 
lected a quantitj ..f gold dust, had 
salted the pit, and all got sick. 
When Greeley got thoro thoy told him 
what a lino mine they had opened, and 
how fortune had turned against them and 
they were not able to work it. Greeley 
tested their mine, found gold in abundance, 
and finally struck a trade and paid §5,000 
for the mine (or claim). Of course, before 
Greeley worked out the salted gold thuy 
were gone. Russell made several tri|)3 
back and forth, but never made any inonry 
out of his big discovery. He has since 
died, worth less than when he mado tho 
discovery.

A Town Deprived of Doctors, 
Butcher, iluUo:r and Grave- 
digger. 

Hero in a translation from a Valen- 
cian paper: — "In the Province of Val- 
encia the place which has comparative- 
ly suffered most is Torres, situated 
about ten kilometres from Sagunto, 
containing about S00 inhabitants. In 
the place itself thoro aro neither doc- 
tor-; nor dispensary, but medic&l as- 
sistance and medicines were supplied 
from Algiiuia, where tho cholera was 
also raging — very soon the former also 
failed them, for of the two doctors one 
died of the disease and the other, after 
losing his wife, was attacked by the 
terrible epidemic. As these towns and 
that of AJfara de Algimia were thus 
deprived of medical aid, the mayor 
went to Valencia to lay the btate of 
tin; ease before the Governor and pray 
for help, (la his return befell a victim 
to tlio scourge. The panic was increas- 
ing. Tin! butcher and his family died, 
ami the town remained without the 
supply of meat. But this wasn't all. 
The baker and iiia family suffered the 
same fate us the bu'eher, which made 
things still worse, as the families still 
in existence were very few of them in 
a state to make bread. There was still 
more to come. The giavedigger was 
struck down, and in u single day there 
were eighteen dead bodies with nobody 
to burj them. The force of the Oivil 
Guard, in barracks there, consisted of 
four men and sergeant; the wives of 
three of the guariis had died, and the 
remaining guards were all ill. When 
assistance arrived, which infused a little 
animation into the people, the greater 
part of the houses were found shut up, 
either in consequence of the death or 
flight of the owners. Only about forty 
wero inhabited, and these were all oc- 
cupied by cholera-stricken pationts. "

Fauwkll, 30th August, 1885. 
To the Ho)i. the Attorney-General: 

Siu, — Since tho approach of greator 
numbers of workmen to this place crimes 
have considerably increased. There also 
has boon an outbreak on the part of Mr. 
Johnston, commissioner of polico, and his 
special constables. They defied the law 
and the court, rescued a prisoner from 
lawful custody, assaulted and imprisoned 
two provincial policemen, pursued anoth- 
er one, assaulted and imprisoned an inno- 
cent messenger sent by Mr. Kirkup, 
threatened to arrost myself and ivory of- 
ficer connected with the province, and 
marched into the chief atroets of this 
town like cowboys on a raid. 

Recognizing that this was civil war, and 
that tho situation created was military, I 
arranged to take the barracks with an 
overwhelming force of police and volun- 
teers, under my personal command, at an 
early hour on Saturday morning; but 
having fortunately succeeded by a dash, 
during the night, in capturing tho ring- 
leaders, Johnston, Rhodes and u man 
called Fane, the necessity for an attack 
did not seem immediate; though twu 
provincial policemen, one of whom ia John 
Milea, are still imprisoned. 

Having, ao far, reaasorted the power of 
the law, I havo hold my hand arranging 
through channels here (as tho provincial 
government cannot be quickly communi- 
cated with) that the facts should bo madu 
known to Sir John Macdonald by tele- 
gram. I now await events. I do not re- 
quire any assistance; but in case anything 
happened to me, seeing that Mr. John 
Kirkup has to attend to the courthouse 
and gaol, it might be well if Mr. Roycruft 
paid us a visit. 

In the meantime the Dominion police- 
men are practically confined to their bar- 
racks. A squad of mounted police pro- 
per, it ia said, nro immediately expected 
and tho future (unless Sir John Macdon- 
ald takes suitable steps at once) may 
somewhat depend on the good aenao of 
their officer. Under any circumstances I 
will not permit any obstruction to the law. 
To show the lawlessness of theao police- 
men, a messenger sont by Mr. Kirkup at 
Mr. Johnston's request, from prison fur 
something he wanted was assaulted and 
imprisoned by them at the barracks. 
Another, yesterday, on a similar errand, 
was met near tho barracks and warned 
not to approach; but ho tied his handker- 
chief on a stick and knocked at the door 
with this "flag of truce." A policemen 
opened it and presented a revolver, where- 
at tho messonger Mr. Garden, an old sol- 
dier, laughed heartily and pointed to his 
flag. This tingos the affair with tho bur- 
lesque. Theao policemen seem frightened 
out of their wits by their situation before 
the law and the prompt incarceration of 
their ringleader. They must all bo sovoro- 
ly punished. 

This trouble is not connected with any 
assumption as to tho constitutionality of 
acta or pending questions. It is a pure 
outbreak against tho law of Canada res- 
pecting tho administration of justice.

He then wont into 
tho Senate saloon and learned that his 
man hud passed through there, Inquiring 
at tho Vancouver House ho was informed 
that Everaon had not returned, but it ap- 
pears that ho did and slept thero all night. 
Ho aroso about six in tho morning, and a 
cooper named Clements, residing on John- 
son street, who had been made acquainted 
with the prisoner and the reward offered, 
met and shadowed him. (Jetting in con- 
versation with hnn at tho James bay 
bridge, he induced him to come back to 
Johnson street, and seeing Officer Walker 
passing he signalled him, told who his 
companion was, and the latter was 
promptly arrested and lucked up Clements 
thus easily secured the $'200 reward offered 
tor Everson'a apprehension by the pro- 
vincial authorities.

The Falling oil' in the Salmon 

Fisheries. 


The magnificent result of the salmon 
fishery of tho Eraser river this year haa 
directed attention to the condition of 
affairs olsowhore, and notably in New 
Brunswick. The minister of marine and 
fishoriea tells us in this year's report that 
in the Restigoucho district the decrease is 
very great. In 187-1 the catch was 
C78.50O lba., whereas in 1884 it wa3 only 
171,305 lbs., a decrease of 507,195 lbs., 
although more men wore employed, 
more nets in use and greatly improved 
modes of setting them. In Gloucester 
district, he says, the steady decline cuuiiut 
be ignored. In Miramichi the sumo thing 
ia observed. In tho whole province the 
catch of 1 871 amount to 3,212,18211)8., 
but in 1884 to only 1,110,74:! lbs., or a de- 
crease of 2,103,137 lbs., nearly two thirds, 
while the number of men and nets was 
nearly doubled. 'Mr. Venning, tho in- 
spector of fisheries, states that he has 
"for years" called attention to the causes 
of this. No effect appears to have re- 
sulted from this calling. But thore must 
be something more than ordinary incapa- 
city to explain the phenomenon of a de- 
creasing catch contemporaneously with a 
heavy expenditure for breeding salmon. 
In New Brunswick alone Ihe minister 
of fisheries tolls us, he has in the past 
year spent §10,815 in liah breeding. This 
operation has now been going on for somo 
years, and tho net result seems to bo a 
steady decline in the catch. Allowing for 
experiments and possible failures iu tho 
beginning, we ought not now to bo con- 
founded with such a statement from tho 
fisheries department. How many mil 
lion salmon can bo raised for $16,000 a 
year through a succession of years, and 
what becomes cf them I And Now 
Brunswick is not alone in this nmiter. 
We aro told in Nova Scotia there has 
been un annual decline in thu sulinon 
trade, and we find that $'-'0,318 were ex- 
pended laat year, in hatching salmon. 
Taking all the hatcheries, tho ministor 
has spent §1 10,53 1, and the catch of fish 
is year by year decreasing in the princi- 
pal fishoriea. This is, of course, due to 
mismanagement; the salmon fiy i hat aro 
hatched are turned into the doep waters 
before they are ready for such change, 
a ltd become food for trout, piko and other 
fish. We cannot afford to feed piko at 
this rate. Tho money has year by year 
been voted on tho assumption that care 
and intelligence would be exercised in tho 
operations it was to cover; if Iho results 
are nil, there must bo some want of care 
or intelligence, or olso tho system ia 
incapable of achieving success and 
should bo discontinued. We are not yot 
of that opinion, but beliovo that tho fault 
may be more definitely treated.

The Massacre at Cheyenne. 

A Cowardly and Bloodthirsty 
A flair. 



WYOMING. 
Cheyennk, Sept. 3. — The worst has 
evidently not been told regarding the 
anti-Chinese riots in the western part of 
Wyoming. According to advices from 
Evanston, where tho second largost coal 
mining camp of tho Union Pacific railway 
ia located, the movement ia a precou- 
certod one. It had boon arianged that 
tho first attack upon tho Chinese was to 
bn i^-rle in Carbon, a mining town about 
KG miles east cf ltock Springs, to bo fol- 
lowed by like movements in the latter 
place and Evanston. Tho Rock Springs 
minora, however, took the initiative, and 
tho result thero has been announced. The 
mob at that place looted the Iiousob of the 
Chinese before sutting fire r.o them The 
outrago commenced in mine No. 0, where 
the Chinoso miners wore attacked and 
killed, when the riot commenced all over 
town, even the women joining, with 
loaded shot guns in their hands. Super- 
intendent Evans, of the coal mines, waa 
warned to leave town, and he did so with 
alacrity, passing through here to-day on 
route for Omaha. Nothing can bo heard 
from Carbon, and tho operator there is 
evidently afraud to send tho news. From 
Evanston the shoriff of Uintah county 
this ovonitig telegraphed to Gov. Warron 
as follows: "A large number of citizens, 
with myself, are satisfied that tho out 
rages committed at Rock Springs will bo 
repeated here; and aro liable to break out 
any time. We need troops to protect the 
lives and property of our citizens." 

CALIFORNIA. 
San Fkancihco, Sept. 3 — Col. Bee, 
Chinese consul, received tho following 
despatch from Evanston, Wy., to-day, 
relative to the massacre of Chinese at 
Rock Springs yesterday: "The number 
of Chinese killed outright waa eleven, 
Thero are a large number of wounded still 
in tho hills, many of whom will probably 
die. The Chinoso dare not go out iu 
search of relief." Tho dispatch concludes 
by stating that it was nothing but a mas- 
sacre of defenseless people. 

Eastern Canada Mail.

Kingston, Aug. 27. — In a fight 
John Fowler drew a knife, when one 
Newlanda threw him down and injured 
him to bucIi an extent that he is not ex- 
pected to recover. 

Barbie, Aug. 27. — The residents of 
Edgar, Oro township, were moved to 
excitement yesterday by a young man 
named William Form, of that place, 
deliberately committing suicide. He 
waa in.Barrie on Monday selling cattle, 
and it ia said, got under the influence 
of "blue ribbon beer." The next day he 
complained to some neighbors that he 
was bewitched and that his health dur- 
ing the past summer had been wretch- 
ed. He visited a neighbor's house somo 
time dinner and engaged in a hearty 
laugh with the children over some trill- 
ing amusement, aftor which he sudden- 
ly loft the house and went into a shed, 
took a plow rope and hung himself.' 

Belleville, Aug. 27. — Michael 
Brennan's horse run away on North 
Front-street to-day, seriously injuring 
himself and his wife. Tho wounds will 
probably prove fatal. Bremifm was 
thrown out against tho sidewalk; his 
wife in attempting to jump from the 
rig, fell on a sharp picket fence, severe- 
ly lacerating her face. One cut extend- 
ed from her mouth to her ear. It is 
doubtful if she will survive the shock, 
being 65 years of age. 

Toronto, Aug. 29. — Mr. James F.

If a tempting reward is offered for its re 
turn, a middleman appears, and it is re- 
turned. A woman was in my store to- 
day, and wanted to sell me three dogs, 
worth at least $75 apie e, for $25 each. I 
did not want them, and she then offered 
the lot for $50. They were stolen, of 
course, and the woman was trying to dis- 
pose o f them. " 

Birds Forced to Tuko Medicine. 
[New York Sun.! 

"HiTs got a sore eye, " was the explana- 
tion of a clerk in a bird store who was 
carrying a little green squawking parrot 
Ee cleaned it with a stick, and the parrot 
struggled to get away, uttering most dole- 
ful cries, but was firmly held until sulll- 
ciontly treated, and was then put buck in 
it3 cage, where it sat and sobbed and 
moaned pitifully. 

" We don't have many such things to 
care for, and it's a good thing, for they 
are hard to manage. A sore eye is dan- 
gerous always, because wo can't always 
be sure how it should be treatod. Besides 
It spoils th- market value of tho bir '. 
Nobody wants to buy a sore-eyed parrot, 
and one that has a very bad eye is apt to 
forget how to talk. Parrots seem almost 
human when they are Rick, l\r they cry 
and groan and act dumpish, and will sub- 
mit to medicino easily, unless it is very 
painful, and then they resist, just like 
the rest of the animal creation. 

"Other birds act differently. Wild 
birds will not take medicine. You have 
to force it down, duck them under water 
when they won't bathe, stuff tho food 
down their throats when they won't eat, 
and so on. Canaries dislike doctoring, 
but aro very intelligent, and take it more 
easily thin" other birds. Boboliuks aro

ITluo Farina on tho Baltic.

A. more beautiful farming country does 
tftt exist than that along the southern 
chore of tho Baltic. No fences mark the 
boundaries of tho fertile farms which 
stretch away over the rolling hills to the 
distant horizon, all aglow with yellow 
grain. At intervals a clump of trees, 
often seen intensely dnrk against the ripe 
grain, chows where a farm-house stands, 
and giant windmills swing their Bails on 
the highest hill-tops. 

Tho highway, a finely built chausseo, 
leads straight across the country, only 
curving to pass through so' ic village. 
Mountain ash, birch and cherry tret bor- 
der tho road in an unbroken rank. In the 
ditches' and by the road grow countless 
varieties of wild (lowers— a perfect para- 
dise for the botanist. Prom the highest 
hill the eye meets to tho south a succession 
of grain fielda To the north, beyond the 
soft undulations of the cultivated hills, 
tho Baltic shimmers in the strong sun- 
light, a narrow lino, sharp at the horizon. 
The dimensions of the brick burns prove 
tho accustomed magnitude of the harvest; 
the luxurv of the farmers' houses tolls of 
inherited success.

The Poultry Yard. 

Hens that steal t heir nests usually 
hatch every egg. One reason is that the 
eggs are commonly on the ground or 
where they will be occasionally mois- 
tened by rains and thus some water is 
supplied to preserve life in tho embryo 
chick. 

The two principal errors most com- 
mon in the management of poultry are: 
1st. Allowing too many fowls to mess 
together. 2nd. Neglecting to keep the 
house and yards as clean and as disin- 
fected as they should be. 

Peed regularly and liberally. Do not 
neglect the fowls in any particular, 
and you will bo repaid for your atten- 
tion, 

;l Never grease a lien that is sitting, 
for if grease gets on the eggs it closes 
the pores through which the confined 
chick gets its air and tho consequence 
is doath.
